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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

Further, the abstract should provide information pertaining to the embodiment of the 
claimed invention. 

Drawings 

2. The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of drawings, filed 
on July 26, 2002 has been approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubHc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 52 and 54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Solomon 



(US 5,067,233). 
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Solomon discloses in Fig. 2a-2b and 3a-3b all the claimed limitations. As far as the 
limitation of "configured . . . conductive", board is configured conductive via element 31 
between first and second surfaces of the board. A metal (27) is over the board. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 53 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Solomon (US 
5,067,233). 

Solomon fails to disclose stamping a metal element. 

At the time the invention was made, it would have been an obvious matter of design 
choice to a person of ordinary skill in the art to stamp a metal element because Applicant has not 
disclosed that stamping a metal element provides an advantage, is used for a particular purpose, 
or solves a stated problem. One of ordinary skill in the art, furthermore, would have expected 
Applicant's invention to perform equally well with etching or machining the metal elemtn 
because the end result would form electrical conductors or elements. 

Therefore, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to modify Solomon to 
obtain the invention as specified in claim 53. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed July 26, 2002 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants' concerns are addressed above. 
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Interviews After Final 



8. Applicant note that an interview after a final rejection wiU not be granted unless the 
intended purpose and content of the interview is presented briefly, in writing (the agenda 
of the interview must be in writing) to clarify issues for appeal requiring only nominal 
further consideration. Interviews merelv to restate arguments of record or to discuss new 
limitations wiU be denied. See MPEP 714.13 and 713.09.
